M. KIM.KV TO THK FILIPINOS 

Coiieiliatorj- .\ddres.s Promising Native 
Control Whdn Tt Can Give 
Stable Government. 

New York, March 22. -The address t.i tlw 
natives of the Pbillpplne Islands, drafted 
by the .\mprlcan commission on beli.ilf of 
the United .States goveinment, and cm 
iKidying the views of the Prosident. h.is 
boon made public, says a Manila dispatch 
to the Journal. It bns been translated into 
all native dialects and Is to be dlstri'oated 
throughout the aridiipelatio. 

Tlie salient iininis, which have been pro 
pared by the President's orders, are these: 
U, assures the population of the Philip- 
pine Islands nf till' Intention of the Amerl- 
rans to develno the powers of self-govoru- 
inont In the people. It explains that the 
T'nited States hns as.surcd international 
obligations which It must fulfill, and which 
make It respnuslbic to the whole of olvll- 
l-.atlon for the stable government of the 
nilllppliies. That the United States can- 
not divest Itself of those reRponslblllilcs. 
the address assures the people. 

The eoininlsslin Is to Interpret |.) | iic 
natives the piir[i(ise and inteiidens of I lie 
rresldent of the United States towunl 
them, and also to siig;:esl the I'Stahllshineor 
"f such f.'nvi>ninient as sliall salt the ea 
paeity and reciulrenients of the Flllpiiins 
and 1)0 censlslont with llie Interest- nf 
the T'nited States. 

The people are assured also tliat the 
I'lesldent's solo wish is to establish n sys- 
tem of uovenimont such .is will render the 
natives capable of administering their for- 
1 'trn nOTalrs, under Amerhnn control. 

Tlie protection of the 0nlted Stales is 
net to be exercised In nn.v spirit of tyranny 
or vengeance. Having destreyeil Sn.iiiis- 
power and accepted the sovereignty over 
Tlie Islands, the United States is Ixuin,! to 
restore peace to tbe Philippines. To this 
end all liisnri-'ents are invited tn l;iy down 
their arms and place tnisl In the govorn- 
iiient that emancipated them from the op- 
pression ef Kpanlsh riiie. 

A majorit\' of the eoininlssloners Indine 
toward clvlni; the Filipinos a sort of tribal 
or prfjvincial local aiitonemy under a ecu 
tral Aiiierleaii giivernnieiit. which sli.ih 
lie military until a pnrcdy rivll systein shall 
pi-ove feasible. 

It Is hoped that a great number of In- 
lolllgent natives will desert the Insurgent 
laiuse after the next defeat of thir arms.

We think, how 
ever, that, now the diauussion is over, tht 
successful parly will realize that a great 
mistake w.is made yesterday by those 
.Hponkors who went out of their way and 
cxh.TUstPd their ingenuity in discovering 
bow they could most sCTCrely arraign the 
Canadian Pacific railway. The discus 
sioa on Tuesday was in a different 
spirit entirely. Mr. Bodwell refrained 
.from any attack upon the Canadian 
company, and the other speakers re 
fraincd from any attack u[>on Mr. Cor- 
hin. The endeavor was made on Tuea 
day to deal with the merits of the qnes 
tion at issue, and some of the speakers 
yesterday also followed that course. By 
others thoro was a virulence displayed 
against the great Canadian road, which 
we are sure is not shared by a majority 
ot the Board or by anything like a 
majority ef the people of this community. 
We helievo, nn the eoatrary, that only a 
very small proportion of the people of 
Victoria entertain the filings of hostility 
to the Canadian I'acific, which some of 
the speakers expressed yesterday. 

We think the chief cause, which led to 
(he decision of the Board, was one that 
did not find expression in any of the 
speeches yesterday, but was freely made 
nse of privately, namely, the desire of 
the Victoria business mea not to antagon- 
ir.e what are understood to be the 
wishes of their customers in the Bound- 
ary Creek country. This is a very 
natural desire, and we hope that the 
effect given to it yesterday will not result 
in greater injury than benefit. By this 
we mean that if yesterday's vote con- 
trilmtos in any way to tlie construction 
Of the Kettle River Valley railway, we 
bope the result of such coastruction will 
not be to retard rather than advance the 
development of Victoria's business inter- 
tvits there. In view of the claim made liy 
Mr. Bodwoll to the elToct that the line is 
to Ik" the Grand Trunk's western coiinee- 
Uon, we fcnr that Victoria will meet 
competitors in the new and rich country 
'aboat to be opened up, who will be hard 
1(1 oppose BUCfe.ssfully. 

Wo think it not unfiiir nor ilisoourtoous 
to the majority ot tlie Board to say tliat 
the standpoint from which the suhjcct 
was approached by many of them was 
such Ih.Tt no arguments lhat coulii have 
hiMM advaiici'il would have inlliu'iicid ;i 
.sniHiiont niiinlier of votes to have 
diaiigcfi the result. It tllia would have 
been possilile greater consideration would 
have bwn paid to the aiiiendiiieiU oITciihI 
hy Mr- Harvey, and afterwards willi- 
drawn, setting out that the Board was 
proceeding on hearsay an<l newspaper 
re|>orta, and to the point briefly men- 
tioned by Mr. Lugria that if (i5 miles 
of railway to be owned by Mr. Corbin

AN BXTRAORDINAEY STORY. 

It is alleged that in the province of 
Quebec hundreds of bogus ballots agninat 
prohibition were stnlTed into tho boxes 
by chc returning officers at tho close of 
tho polls. Wo are also told thnt no ono 
blames the government for Uiis, and that 
the Hon. Sidney Fisher, to whom rep- 
resentations on the subject have been 
made by the Prohibition Dominion Alli- 
anee, a.sks that the names of tlie guilty 
returning olllcers shall be sent to tho 
goveniiin-iit in oriler that tlie Minister 
of .lustice may proceed against them. 
This is very good as far as it goes; but 
the amazing fact i:* that tho government 
in selecting the returning ofUeers should 
have chosen men who would show them- 
selves to be 80 utterly unfit for the posi- 
tion. If ono or two returning officers 
had been guilty of wrong-doing, the ex- 
plaiKitioM iniglit be niailo that in select- 
ing so many there is always a chance 
that some may be chosen, who are unfit 
for tho position; but seeing that tho 
fraiulub'Tit work has been done at whole- 
sale, the ci>iic'lusiou will be reached by 
many that a selection was- purposely 
made, so as to secure a large adverse 
majority in Quebec. This is a very 
serious allegation to make, and in .id- 
vancing it, we do so under reserve, be- 
cause the facts so far made public do not 
warrant anything definite being alleged 
as an explanation of the course followed 
by the government in namin.g the re- 
turning ofllcers. We shall watch with 
a great deal of interest to see what the 
outcome of the matter i.';. The idea that 
any government could stoo]) to puch a 
trick as to select men as returning offlt^ 
ers, who would see that a certain result 
was reached, is too nionstrons to be ad 
vanced without strong proof in its sup 
port, so we content ourselves with say- 
ing as above that an inference to that 
effect might be warranted from the factj^ 
as far ns they have been made public. 

THE ALASKAN BOUNDARY. 

.\ Washington despatch to the Xew 
York Hornld says thnt the bouii buy 
question will likely bo taken up seriously 
between the British and United States 
goveninient during the next few months. 
What amazes the people of British Co- 
lumbia is that it was not taken up sori 
ously years ago. It must be fully fif- 
teen years since those who were watch 
fnl of what was going on in the Pacific 
Northwest urged the importance of 
promptly settling the boundary question 
At that time very little was known of 
the interior, and ns no one in the United 
States supposed that the retention of any 
narti{-ular point on the Coast would be of 
special value, it would have been n very 
easy matter Id have arrived at an agree- 
ment mutually satisfactory. The matter 
has been allowed to drag along, and in 
tho meantime has become very much 
more difflcult to adjust. 

Pending the making of final arrange- 
ments and the definite delimitation of 
the bouiidury. it is highly desirable that 
an agreenioiit should be reached as to 
what shall be recognized as the line for 
cnstnnis and olher iniriioscs. niere can 
ho very little difTiculty in this. One 
would suppose that two reasonable men, 
with the facts before them, could arrive 
at a temporary understanding in half an 
hour. Such an arrangement sliould bo 
effected without tho least delay, because 
it is highly desirable that there should 
he no friction between officials on the 
frontier. Nolliing more serious is likely 
to come to them than the publication of 
sensational news telegrams; but tlie in 
convenience to business people is likely 
to bo considerable, because friction is 
apt to find expression in th(! manner in 
which officials treat the general pnbli 
We urge an immediate agreement as to 
what shall be deemed to be the boundarj- 
pending its final determination. 

SENATE REFORM. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier promises that the 
iiucstion of senate reform will bi 
brought before Parliament, and the Sen 
ate will be asked to express an opinion 
on tho proposal. This seems premature 
The Senati' as now constituted is the 
result of an agreement between the 
provinces, whirli ought not to be varied 
(Xia'pt at !be reciuest of tho si'ver.i 
provinces, ^Ve do not deny the author 
ity of the Imperial Parliament to make 
any change in the British North America 
net. which it may deem (lesirable, will 
oiu. tho reiiiicsl of any individual in Can- 
ada or any legislative body. This ab- 
stract right that parliament undoubtedly 
possesses; but it would never be exer- 
cised without what could be regarded as 
an expression of opinion from the people 
of Canada. 

.^[u(■h objection has been taken to the 
statement of Sir Charles Tupper that 
any variation in the character of the 
Sonnte is a violation of the compact of 
Confederation; hut it is literally true. 
Sir Charles does not take the position 
lhat tho composition of the Senate can- 
not nor ought not to be altered under 
any circumstances. Naturally as one 
of the original framers of the Confedera- 
tion agreement, lie desiroR to hold to its 
terms, which have proved entirely satis- 
factory to the great bulk ot tho popula- 
tion of Canada for over thirty years. 
In this he has the full support of the 
Conservative party, who, while not com- 
mitted to oiiposition to the alteration of 
the Senate under any circunistance, seri- 
ously object to any change as a parlizaii 
measure and simply for tho purpose of 
enabling a government, in temporary con- 
trol of the House of Commons, to get its 
measures through without opposition. If 
on taking odlcc, Sir Wilfrid Laurier had 
declared' it to b6;^a part of his settled 
policy to vary the temft'cif tho'B.'N.^A. 



act so far as they relate to the Senate, 
the cnsp would bo very different. The 
proposition comes after the Sonnte has 
exercised tho power witli which it is 
clothi.'d by the B. N. A. act, namely, of 
rejecting measures which did not com- 
mend themselves to it. One of these 
measures was that providing for the 
construction of the Stikine-Tcslin rail- 
way. This measure the Colonist 
favored, and this paner did uot hesitate 
to express Its very strong disapproval of 
the decision reached • by the Senate in 
regard to the bill. At the same time it 
did not deny tho right of the Setiate to 
reach such a conclusion, nor did it see 
that it was called upon to clamor for tho 
Biibstantial abolition of that chamber as 
an independent part of the parlla'ment of 
Canada. Sir Wilfrid's anti-Senate 
crusade dates from the rejection of thiu 
contract, and we hold that it ought to 
take more than the rejection of one rail- 
way proposition to loud the people of 
Canada to conclude that as at present 
constituted the Senate is a menace to 
the welfare of the Dominion- We repeat 
what we have said on previous occasions. 
There may be good reasons for making 
some change in the method of filling 
vacancies in the Senate. Perhaps It 
might he desirable to devise a new plan 
for I he creation of ;i senate de novo. 
But this is not bow the case is presented. 
It comes before the people as a purely 
partjzan measure, upon which the people 
have never pronounced, and as a varia- 
tion in the act of union to which the 
ccuisent of the several provinces has 
never been asked or given. 



A demand is made in some of the 
I'^aslern papers for the redemption of 
the promise made by the Minister of 
Uailways last year that he would intro- 
duce a measure into parliament for the 
I'stahlisliment of a railway commission. 
The railway committee of th(> Privy 
Council is a sort of eomniissioit for the 
adjustment of grievances, but an appli- 
cation to it recalls the Russian peasant 
proverb about appealing for redress to 
the government. " Gwl is in heaven 
and the Czar is far away," says the 
Uussiaii. and this is about the condition 
of things so far as the ordinary m'ei^ 
chant or farmer is concerne<l, wdien the 
powers of the railway c(jmniittee of the 
council are considered. This committee 
sits at Ottawa, and can only be got to 
sit at all for the consideration of large 
matters. 'Moreover the presentation of 
the case of shippers to the committee is 
attended with considerable expense, so 
that it is better, except in very large 
matters, to submit to wrong than to try 
to remedy it- What the country needs 
Is a commission that will go from one 
part of Canada to the other and keep 
closely in touch with tho needs of the 
farming and mercantile communities. It 
is within tho power of the Minister of 
Hallways to give the country such a com 
mission. We feel confident that he has 
only to ask parliament for authority to 
establish one, to secure the necessary 
legislation, and it is to be hoped in the 
interests of every province in Canada 
that he will not ailow^the session to pass 
without making his promise good.

BIOFOUE TIIK IMJOBISCITE. 

llow the Government's I'osilion Was 
Stated by the Phobititionists in 
Their Canvass. 

In connection with the attitude now 
taken by the government in connection 
with the plebiscite, the Montreal Star 
prints the following concluding section 
of a circular issued by Major Bond, 
chairman of the Quebec plebiscite com- 
mittee: 

Fifth— The Good Faith of the Goveni- 
ment. 

It is c'lainuMl that, even if the plebis 
cite be carried, the presenl adminislra 
tiou has no intention of giving etTcct to 
the vote by parliamentary action. It is 
dilhcult to conceive any greater insult to 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier. Let us examine 
the facts. 

Tho Hon. Wilfrid Laurier, leader of 
I he Liberal party, who were then out 
oi' power, preparing for a general clec- 
lion, recognized among the electors an 
important body known us probibitiunists, 
and placed among the political measures 
upon which he was to appeal to tho 
cli'ciors, the following proposition: 

' I'robihition. That whereas public at- 
1 rill ion is at present directed to the con- 
siileration of the inlmittedly great evils 
of iiilenipcrance, it is (lesirable lhat the 
iiiinil of Uie people shoiilil be clearly as- 
certained on tlie (iucsti<m of prohibilion 
by moags of a Dominion plehiscile." 

Furthennnre, Sir Wilfrid Laurier has 
given, in connection witii the proposed 
policy, repeated a.ssurances, of whicli 
Ihe following is the most notable. In re- 
pily to a deputation of Winnipeg jirohi- 
hitionists, ^lr. L.anrier is reported lo 
hav(> said: "lie would pledge liis hon- 
or thai, IIS soon as Ihe Liberals came 
into power at Ottawa, they would take 
a plebiscite of tiie Dominion, by which 
llie parly would stand, and the will of 
the people would be curried out, even 
were it lo cost power for ever lo the 
Liberal iiarty." The Montreal Gazette 
in its edition of the Oth of September, 
1Si)4, published this statement with tho 
following commi'Ut: 

"This dei'laration carries the Liberal 
l>arly further than they have ever gone 
iiefore. * * * ^ir. Laurier has now 
promised tliat if a majority can he ob- 
tained all over the Dominion, prohibi- 
tion will be granted. 'J'his is one of 
the largest promises ever made by a po- 
litical leader. To bring a country, near- 
ly th(( size of Europe, under prohibition 
would be an achievement which should 
satisfy tho most extreme of temperance 
enthusiasts." 

The Tiibornl party was duly elected, 
and the Hon. Mr. Lauriermade Premier. 
Up to tho present' hie has literally ful- 
filled his promises, and the plebiscite 
unhampered is before the pieople. If the 
electors of Canada noTV show tbat they 



want prohibition. It isTefef deitenr to as- 
sert ,that>thi8geBtlemait, of untarnished 
reputation would stoop to the portion of 
a petty-fogging, politician/ and Tirtually 

say: ' •' ' •'' 

"It is true I promised an iict, it is 
true I had an estimate of $2f)0,(X)0 passetl, 
11 nd have expended the same on the pleb- 
iscite, but it was only to hoodwink you 
— I have changed niy mind; I think we 
had better go on na we arc." 

Does any sane man think this possible 
of Sir Wilfrid Laurier? Doe.t any one 
believe that, assuming such a pnsilioii 
were possible, the Eton. Sydney Fisher 
would remain iu the cahhiet one day 
after such n decision had been announc- 
ed? This gentleman, in speaking to the 
resolution in the Liberal couvenliou tit 
Ottawa, said: 

"I propose to read the resolution which 
will lu'ing about this result and which 
pledges the Liberal party, if retunied to 
power, to give the people of Canada nn 
opportunity to express their views upon 
this question, and the government in 
power nuist necessivrily carry out the ex- 
liressed will of the people. There Is no 
doubt that this is what the liberal party 
would do." 

No, an nrgnment like this ngninst tho 
plebiscite, is an insult to the integrity of 
Ihe honorable gentlemen, as well as to 
the Intelligence of the electors of Can- 
ada. 

Wo desire a full, fair vote. If it is 
against us, that ends the question for 
many years to come. If for ns, we look 
confidently for all tho pledges of the gov- 
ernment to be fullilled.

In Central Park, New Tork, and' Druid 
HlU park, Baltimore, skating Is never ,ii 
lowed nntll the Ice is three toehcs thick 
on the lakes. The same rule Is observed In 
other public skating parks. Ice two Inches 
thick la safe enough for a man to skate on, 
and even for a number al the snmo time, 
hut that thickness of Ice cannot be depend- 
ed upon for parks where great crowds 
gather. Ten Inches of ice will hold np niiy 
weight lhat can be brought upon It, as far 
as people are concerned. Railway trains 
liavp been run on thi' St. I.iiwrence rlvor on 
IPi-lnch lee without the sligbtest suspicion 
of diinger. There have been a numlipr of 
horse races on the Iliid.son river on lOluch 
Ice. One of the best riices ot the kind I 
ever saw was on the Potomac about 127 
years ago. In wlilch half ii dozen horses 
engaged and tliousiinils of persons stood 
along the course and watched It, and the 
Ice was not over nine laches and a half 
thick. The Central Park rule of three 
Inches or no skating Is a good one, and Is 
on tho safe side, rather than otherwise. 
Even then it Is not safe to have any very 
large number of persons to gather on a 
small space, for three-Inch lee Is not al- 
ways as strong as It should be. In small 
ponds two-Inch Ice Is safe enough for chil- 
dren or even a small party of grown per- 
sons, but they should keep scattered as 
much ns posdlble. In 19SS, when the Po- 
tomac broke Its freezing record, there were 
hundreds who drove wagons and carriages 
nn the Ice from here as far down the river 
as Mount Vernon, and teatas crosed the 
river at many points. It was over 13 inches 
thick and lasted two weeks.

E. lieiiouf, A. G. .McCandless, Lindley 
Crease, T. W. Putersoii and ,1. J. Shall 
cross, the last gentleuieii more particu 
larly, left no argument iinadvaneed that 
could be presented in support of their 
proiiositioii. It was left for Mr. Wil 
iiaiu Wilson to move, and Mr. R. T. 
Williams to second, the resolution that 
w-as finally adopted, w-liile Mr. 1).

of the promoters and the nature of their 
I>liins, thereby leaving this board to deal 
with this important question only on 
hearsay and newspaper reports; there- 
fore bo it resolved lliat the further eon- 
siderntioii of this question be postponed 
until full information has been submit- 
ted to this board hy the person or per- 
sons proiiiotiii),' the railw;iy." 

Hon. I!. AV. I'earse seconded this in 
order — as be explained — to liriii;; the 
liusiness liefore the hoard dow-n to a 
liusiiiess basis. T'ersoiially. he did not 
know who the proiiiolers of this road at 
present lime mii-'ht be. Mr. Bodwell

As a matter or 
fact, figures and details had been quoted 
to him in connection with the statement 
that Mr. Corbin had sold out. 

Replying to Mr. Pearse, and speaking 
U|)on the amendment to the amendment, 
Mr. ]5odwell denied that this meeting 
had been called at his instigation, and 
igain outlined how the presentation of 
the matter had boon brought about. He 
had been asked by Mr. W. A. Ward, 
vice-president of the noard. If Mr. Cor- 
hm intended to press his Kettle River 
ailway project this season, and had 
replied ainrmatively, nnd it was Mr. 
Ward's suggestion originally that he lay 
he facts of the case before the boarci. 
He had received a telegram from Mr. 
(Sorbin requesting him to take .all nece.s- 
ary stops to juish the matter at Ottawa, 
inui he was doing so. He hoped that Mr. 
I'earse would take his w-ord— and he 
lioke now as Mr. Corbin's solicitor and 
n the fullest knowledge of that gentle- 
man's plans — when lie said that there 
w-as no one save Mr. Corbin eonneeted 
with this railway projeel. If the (efforts 
low being |)iit forth w-ere successful and 
he road was built, it would become the 
ole property of Mr. Corbin— who was its 
ole projector. 

After some further desultory debate 
upon the iiuestions introduced by the 
mendnient to the amendment, it was 
withdrawn by Mr. Harvey with consent 
of his seconder. 

The debate upon Mr. Davies' amend- 
ment was then resumed. 

MR. C. B. RBNOUF. 

In asking tho board to reject tho 
imendment ofTered by Mr. Davies, and 
accept the original resolution, Mr. C. E. 
Renouf, its seconder, complimented Mr. 
Bodwell upon his able presentation of the 
case of Mr. Corbin, and maintained tliat 
neither Mr. Ker, Mr. Davies, nor Mr. 
Lugrin, in their several criticisms, had 
been able to refute a single argument 
advanced by that gentleman. 

Mr. Ker's rein;irks, as be bad inter- 
I>retcd them, were all in the direction of 
showing that if the Corbin road were 
defeated, a great benefit w-ould be 
brought about for thi- fanners of the 
Northwest Territories. And while lie 
duly admired the sentiments of Caii- 
adianism here expressed, he could not 
but feel that Victorians might well ex- 
pend their energies in the dovelo|iinent 
and advancing of countries nearer home 
than the Northwest Territories. 

This district in his opinion bad been 
already snllieiently favored through the 
eonstnietion of the Crow's Nest road, 
by which Mr. Ker asserted oats might 
even now be sbijiped from ICdmontoii in- 
to Kootenay for .•^T.fil) per ton. If on the 
other band this rjiilway iiroposed bv Mr. 
Corbin were to beeoiiie a reality, giving 
eonvenienl access to the Boundary Creek 
coniilry for the farmers of the Fraser 
valley, the farms of that iinportaiit see- 
tioii (}f our own province would very 
quickly blossom like the rose. 

Mr. Lugrin's arRument had been 
chielly that one railway in a country was 
a greater adviiiitage than two— a propo- 
sition tliat 4-ery few business men w-ould 
be found to endorse. In opposition to 
this eoncliision be cited Sir William Van 
Home himself, iis declaring, at a meet- 
ing in Boston, of the Chamber of (/Oiii- 
merce of that city (he was reading 
from a recent work on Canada by Cas- 
kell Hopkins) that railway competition 
"was the safety valve of commerce" — this 
observation being in conneetiiui with the 
assertion that in the competition of the 
Canadian Pacific lay tho protection of 
the biisincBS interests of the United 
States from unfair' treatment at the 
hands of their own railways. 

Now following out Mr. -Lugrin's plan 
of what would be beat for British Co- 
lumbia, the O. P. B. would be given 
absolute control of the mining region of 
British Columbia, with their great loop 
of whieli the Crow's Nest road already 
formed an important portion. ]for his 
part he did not believe in the cutting off 
of the Northern Pacific and Great North- 
ern competition — to paraphrase the words 
of the president of the C.P.It., he looked 
upon the competition afforded by these 
roads as constituting "the safety valve 
of commerce" for the people of this prov- 
ince.. ' ' ■ ■ -.-"•!.( : ■

Prefacing his remarks upon the amend- 
ment, Mr. ftIcCand!ess, tlie mover of the 
original resolution, wslied to make it 
plain that he spoke in this matter not 
as a wholesaler; not as one having any 
interests in Kootenay at the pn^-sent 
time; and not as a friend of Mr. I). C. 
Corbin, whom indeed he w-ould not 
know were he to meet him on the street. 
He siioke as a Victori:in and a British 
Columbian, and one desiring to see the 
province advance, and -Vmerican railway 
competition play its iintiiral part in pro- 
moting the develoi>iiieiit of tho country. 

As for Mr. Davies' aineiidnient, be re- 
called that it was not so many years 
ago that Mr. Davies himself hud been 
found taking an active interest in Mr. 
Corbin's former enterprise, tlie Nelson 
it Fort Slieppard road, w-liieh Jlr. Davies 
had done all in his power if he reuieni- 
bered to see carried through. Now Mr. 
Davies came before the board to say tlnit 
he could see no reason for the board 
chan^'ing from its attitude in this railway 
matter a year ago. On the other hand, 
lie w-ouhrask. what reason was there 
for Mr. Davies ehangini: his views since 
the time of bis supporting the Nelson & 
Fort Sheppnrd project? 

The fact that Mr. Corbin had not seen 
fit to accept a certain townsito known as 
Sayward would probably be found to be 
at the bottom of Mr. Davies' change of 
front; had this townsite been ncccpted, 
ho had no doubt that Mr. Davies would 
he pulling to-dny for, nnd not against 
Mr. Corbin. 

Referring more pnrti(Milarly to tho reso- 
lution of the council of the board passed 
last February, and which it was pro- 
posed now to rescind, be might say that 
it had been passed by but eight mem- 
bers, some of whom did not at the time 
understand tho question, while others 
had since then had reason to change 
their minds, nnd would be found voting 
for the Corbin charter. 

The only rational argument that be 
had heard advanced against the buildins 
of this proposed road was that with it 
in operation American roads would be 
giicn an unfair advantage over the Brit- 
isli Columbia goods in the Boundary 
Creek country. In this connection it 
had been stated that the experience of 
Kootenay w-ns an object lesson in sup- 
port of this contention. Ho had there- 
fore taken the trouble to investigate this 
aspect of the case, and referring to the 
board nf trade report, he found that 
there had been in the past few years a 
falling off of .$i),"),000 in the Kootenay 
eolleeiion of duties, indicating plainly 
that the coiisumpt ion nf American },'oo<ls 
in that district was on the decline. 

.Ag.'iin, he had gone to Collector

year, Koods to the value ot ?3,1C2,000 
were Amcricun; $200,000 represented 
the Kooteniiy impdfctitibn 'of American 
gooda, the population there being equal 
to, if not larger than, that of Victoriii 
and the district tributary, and he there- 
fore concluded that American goodn 
were not aa much in evidence in the 
Kootenay as right here in Victoria. 
■ Mr. Kcr interjected the observation 
that there certainly was no such quan- 
tity of Americiin gooila us had been 
mentioned consumed in Victoria; did 
not Mr. MrCandleas quote tlie li>,nireH 
for the entire province? If not— if lie 
were correct, it only meant that Victoria 
distributed tlie kooiIh in uuestion, Jio 
d-oubt sendiuK a lar^e portion up to 
Kootonny, in addition to the direct im- 
portationB of that district- 
Mr. MeCandleaa, continuin};, observed 
that in the Victoria importations he 
found ?112,00() worth of oats, Hour and 
jyain from the United StatcK, Mr. Ker 
himself l)einK the leading importer. 

Mr. Ker — We have never imported a 
siuKlo American oat. 

Of course, said Mr. McCandli'ss, 1 do 
not blame Mr. Ker in the ijiattor at all. 
It Ih buHiueas for liini to import from the 
United States. But why should he nut 
allow the people of Kootenay iuid the 
Boumlurv country the; same privilegeV 
Wliy should tliey not bo on equal term^s 
with ourselves in the conduct of their 
business inleretitsV 

Mr. LuKrin— Mr. McCandlcss' ar^'i;- 
ment, then, is that this road in (luestion 
should be built in order that the Ameri- 
can business men may find n marltet in 
the Houndary country? 

Mr. McCandleas replied tiiat the peoi)lo 
of the Boundary country should be al- 
lowed to deal writh the marltet that they 
found most proBtable to them, in the 
same manner as Victoria nu-rclmnts. 
Certainly Victorians should not inter- 
fore or endeavor to tie their hands. 

As to the Northport smeller, which 
liad been bo violently attacked for taking 
the ore of British Columbia out of llie 
country for treatment, the fact remained 
that by sending their ores to Northport 
for smelting, the mine operators of tin- 
Itossland camp were able to cfTect ii sav 
UiK equal to their entire pay roll. 

The charges of suieltiiiK' at Northport 
were $2 per ton less than tliosc of Trail, 
and this savint: in the cost of prodncl ion 
naturally caalilcil nun-i' mines to be oper- 
ated, iiiid at 11 le.-^fJ iirodiiction cost, in- 
directly increas(>il tnc value of Kossland 
real estate threc-fdM. and turned the 
struggling minin.i,' cami) into a prosper- 
ous city. 

In their attacks upon the TjUited 
States Hnielter.i for iTcating the British 
Columbia ores, the caeinies of the Corbin 
roa<l had in his opinion p.nld cmtircly too 
mucli attention to the smidters ami too 
little to the interests of tin? mines, to 
which the smelters were in reality subor- 
dinate. 

Again the enemies of the Corhin road 
asserted that it should not receive sup- 
port l)ecause the C. I*. I{. proposed to 
estal)lish a circuit of .smelters tliat would 
do the work of all the district. To this 
proposition also he was op])oscd. The 
friends of the G. I'- U. had umintained 
tlial it would he useless for private enter- 
prise to think ot building and operating 
suiclters in British ('olumbia, because a 
smi'lter trust had been formed in the 
United States with $C5,000,000 of capi- 
tal. 

Then what chiuice, he would ask, had 
the private smelters to exist in opposi- 
tion to the C. P. R. with its $100,000,000 
of capltol? The C. P. B. in its smelting 
operations would not only have the 
superior advantage of this immense capi- 
tal; it would have, too, full control of 
the freight rates and of the coal and (roke 
supply— in fact, no other smelting propo- 
Hition could enter the tield. and tliis 
meant practically that the C. I'. II- aimed 
to secure a monopoly of the mining 
terests of the province. 

This was certainly a policy of which 
he could not, as a British Columbian 
approve. lie believed thoroughly in tin 
principle of getting iu all the railways 
possible — especiall.v when, as in the 
present case, they asked no assistance 
from the province. lie hoped to sei 
.Mr. C'orbin get his <'liarter and htiilil hi: 
railway. Victorians could have no k'giti 
mate ot)jecti(Jli, and the natural result 
would he to oiicn the Boundary ccjoiitry 
not to a monopoly, but to general i-oiii 
pi'litive tra<le, cri'ating tliiMc a pnpiihi 
ti,)ii that in less than two rears wtiuld Ih 
gr<'at('r than that of Victoria. 

l''iiially, he coiilemlcd that S'l carncstl.^ 
did the people of the Boundary ilistrict 
(Icsire to see this project carried through 
in the event of thi? board of trude e.x 
pressing an antagonistic opiniun, travel 
iers for Vii-toria business houses wouhl 
get very few orders when they next 
visito<l the country in iinestion. 

MR. LTNDLEY CKl':.\Si;. 

After expressing his tlionaigh satisfac- 
tion with Mr. Bodwell's presentation of 
the ens'." for the Corbin road, Air. I^indley 
Crease said that he had felt i!onsiderahle 
<-(mipassion for Mr. ('orbiii's solicitor in 
the position iu which he had foumi him- 
self — heing in the best possible pnsiiion 
to lay the entire facts before the btinrd, 
jun] yet being certain that whatever he 
liad to say would be accepted with a 
certain amount of skeiiticisin in view of 
his prol'essioiml rcla 1 ionshiii wiili the 
project. He had liinisi-lr. allli.nmh ii 
lawyer, no professidnal inteic-,! whii i ever 
in this project, with .Mr. Ciiihin. the ('. 
I'. U., or any one else ilireelly iiilen'sied. 
He had, however, in vest iu'al eil ilii' mailer 
thoronirhly, and had fiH-nie.l ili,. in.le- 
peudent concliiHion that Ihi' pn.pi.seil 
roail would he a godd tliio^' fm- Uritisli 
Columliia—although hi' wasslill (,pi.|| to 
<'ouviction if arguments eoiild )),. fiinnd 
on the other side more j)ole:it than thnse 
that presented theniselvi's trj hin]. '['(, 
rmt the matter concisely, the wliol-' (pi 
tion seemed to be summed u]t in t 
propositions: On the one side it was 
stated that the hoaril should n(it support 
the Corbin charter, .as ii uunld ^-ive iin 
OUtjet for I'.rip- ', ( • ,!t.:!.':i (,:•. ■: iu i hi- 
United States, ajul I'acilitalu the importa- 
tion of American goods by the residents 
of the Boundary country. On ihc other 
Hide, it was said the board should sup 
port this railway, as It would give rail- 
wa.v competition, which had heim de- 
.scribod, not inaptly, as the safety valve 
of commerce. He could not \onk with 
favor upon Mr. Lugrin's argtiment that 
(here was nothing in railway eonipeti- 
tmn— tliat railways in competition en- 
joyed, hy combination or pooling of in- 
terpsts, relief from the nntnrul cfTects of 
competition. The o.vpcrience of Britisli 
Oolnmbia and of every other province 
-wns against this contention. What did 
..we see now. in vii'w only of n promise of 
<!omi)etitionV That the C I'. U. Uiu] 
awakeiu'd to an unusual activity in raii- 
way building in the districts "in ques- 
tion. The carrying out of the plan for 
oomp(;titinn wotdd be equally good for 
British Columbia in tlic production of 
new rates and general cimcessions ealeu- 
latcd to promote tlie progress) and di>- 
volopmont of the province. Again, an 
appeal had been made to the citizens of 
Victoria, as rcprt?Honte<l by the board of 
Irnde, to oppose this railway on patriotic 



grounds. He did not see that there was | 
liny force in this. No oiie could be 
found who was more heartily patriotic 
than himself— :i native-boru British Col- 
umhiau and one who was proud of the 
title. It certainly appeared to him that 
opposition to the present plan for secur- 
ing railway competition was false 
patriotism— to endeavor to exclude the 
advantat'ca of trade that would work for 
tlic uphuilding cf our own country. Nor 
could he sec how it could be esteemed 
good policy to allow railway lipcs to 
cro.ss and ro-cross the boundary line iu 
Kastern Camida and bad policy to do the 
same thing iu this province. 

Mil. T. W. PATIOUSON. 

ilr. T. \V. I'aterson contended that the 
remarks of the several opponents ot the 
Corhia road bad been inspired by self- 
interest. .Mr. Ker, for e.Kunqile, had 
taken the trouble to write a letter to the 
press even before the matter came he- 
lore the hoard iu which he rejoiced iu 
the fact that a rate of ijiT.oO had been ob- 
tained, hy wdiich oats could be takeu into 
Kootenay from the Northwest. To what 
e-xtent, he asked, ilid this benetit the peo- 
ple of British Columbia V The people of 
the Northwest did not pay any portion 
of the British Columbian's taxes, then 
why should we rejoice that they Wijre 
given' a market that was closed to our 
own farmers? The fact could not be 
controverted that while the O. P. K. was 
thus assisting the producers of Mani- 
toba and the Northwest to get the trade 
of Kootenay our own farms in the Frascr 
valley could not be worked for the want 
of a favorable market. A surplus was to 
be dreaded most of all on the Fraser, 
because even with a limited production 
the farmers there were unable to sell 
their goods at cost. Provide a market 
such as this Corbin road aimed to pre- 
sent for British Columbians ami there 
would iu)t be an acre of land in the Fra- 
ser valley that would not he worked to 
the limit id' its capacity. At present, as 
Sir. Ker had explained, a prefertmtial 
rate was being nmde by the lines which 
British (Columbians had subsidized for 
the advautage of the Northwest produc- 
ers who thereby cut British Colund)ia's 
farmers out of their own market. If 
the farmers of our province could not 
gi't eipial nites and equal rights with 
tlieir Eastern competitors he for one 
thought it was high time we should be 
u;i and doing to obtain competition 
tliiiMigh an American line. Again, as to 
the value of railway competition, he 
emphatically denied that such competi- 
tion was not to the beuolit of the comi- 
try. Where a railway found a rival in 
the field it wua forced to improve its 
etiuipmeut and keep it up to date; it was 
compelled to afford a modern service, and 
It could not but give fair rates. Com- 
petitiun, he asserted, was the only cause 
that had produced a living rate to Vic- 
toria by which Eastern freight could be 
biought in and re-shipped to intermedi- 
ate Uastcrn points. It the efforts ot the 
opponents of this project were success- 
lul and the railway defeatcdf it meant 
the giving over of the control of the rich- 
est mining region in all the world to tlie 
greatest of monopolies— to one railway 
ompany— and thus giving British Colum- 
bui a blow from the effect of which it 
would probably never recover. Cali- 
fornia's experience surely taught the 
unwisdom of such a course — California, 
wheie the monopolistic railway had so 
cursed the laud that — tindiug their elTorts 
to obtain capital in the world's markets 
frustrated — they had finally to subscribe 
the money themselves to build an oppos- 
ing road. If the C. V- It. were permit- 
ted to carry out its plans for building 
ilirough from l'eutiet(jn it would be im- 
possible at any future date to parallel 
their system and give it competiti(jn, no 
matter how essential that competition 
might he to the jirosjjerit.v of the coini- 
try and its inhabitants. .Viiother great 
danger was found in the i tcinplated es- 
tablishment throughout Kootena.v and 
the other mining districts adjacent to a 
C. i'. U. Bujelter monopoly, the smelting 
business being naturally altogether f(U- 
eii;n to the railway business. The C. I'. 
K. smelters woidd naturally be operated 
so lis to contribute to the success anil 
earnings of the railway, and with the 
railway behind it the smelter trust would 
lie enabled to coerce the miuing interests 
and eventuall.v monopolize tlicse too — the 
railway not only operating the smelters 
but controlling the freight rates aud fuel 
supply as well. 

'i he railway smelters would fix a price 
for ore, based upon the low grade ore 
value, and what would be the position of 
the owner of a mine turning out higher 
giaih' ore? He would be offered by the 
■•melti-i- buyer the price established by the 
smelter people, and if he ventured to in- 
terpose that his ore w;.s nf innch higher 
worth, ho would be told "there is our 
prii'e — yini can tjike it or leave it alone." 

What could he doV The railwa.v would 
not give him a fair rate by which he 
could market his ore at any outside 
snielter--if suidi a smelter could have an 
c.xistence— and his niine would lliere- 
fori! either have t" renuiin dead property 
on his hands, or he could accept the price 
olTered by the snieh'o- to his own dis- 
advantage. In the other event he could 
sell his property to the smelter— at a 
price' lixed by the buyer. 

Here w.as the ultimate comdusion to 
which tlu' iireseni phiiis of the {',. ]'. It. 
lead. Would it then, lie asked, be fair 
to the mining men of British Columbia 
to the niiniiiL'- men of the British (.'oliliii- 
liia Board of 'i'rade to lift its hand in the 
direction of pultiiii; the mines and their 
owiiei ;^ ill I his ]irisition V 

With refereiie.- lo the shorter rotilc 
rroiii the ('oast, which was ii subject of 
liiieit interest, to \' i. ■; oria as : If the ('. 
I'. K- was allowed lo carry out its I'en- 
lictmi road plans, without conipi't ition 'is 
now proposed from the south, how would 
it he iWKsible to carry out a project for 
a road from the Coast? Such a road 
would simply have to tie on to the C. I'. 
It. at its terminus, and the C. P. It. 
would dictate terms to it. 

Whereas with the present road con- 
structed a future rood from the Ceast 
would have its choice of two linos to 
tie to on to and each would be rooily 
and willing to offer fair terms — the cou- 
si ruction of tlie Corbin road tlierefore 
meant going a long way toward securing 
a second and shorter route from the 
Coast eastward. With mieh a road lie 
lirmly believed the population of Vic- 
toria as well as that of Vancouver would 
more than double in less than two .vears 
while lli(> property of ilie whole' ,u-o"vini'e 
would li(> increased many fold. 

Then again, it had been said that the 
C V. K. should be supported inasmuch 
as it was a Canadian institution. Did 
the C. I'. It. when they had new lines 
to build, as instanced very recently, give 
home peoide an opportunity to' build 
those lines on anything like fair terms'.' 
On tile contrary, the lirst thing that 
was done was to go to St. I'anl for a 
contractor. 

As a mailer of fact, the' rei'nni of the 
past showed that the ('. I'. It. had np-\'er 
Ml any time risked a dolliir in ihe open- 
ing up of nny section of British ('olum- 
bia. In Kootena.v .Mr. Corbin liad pro- 
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vided a railway that was the first factor 
in development— building it because he 
had contidence in the resources and the 
future of the country, and buildmg it in 
the face of the opinion of his friends 
and iu fact of almost everyone, tliat by 
doing so he would he a ruined man. 

'When Mr. Corbin had proved the rich- 
ness of the cauiutry, the C. 1*. II. came in 
to crowd out the pioneers of develoi)- 
meiit. The same thing applied in other 
railway building in Kootenay. Then 
oilier local people saw Ihe opportunity of 
making money through establishing u 
steamship service on the lakes and rivers. 
They inaugurated such a service, and 
were earning good dividends as a result 
of their enterprises, when the C. V. R. 
stepped iu and said— you must give this 
business up to us. Mr. Hciuzc, with 
cmnmeudabic far-sightedness saw that a 
siueltor would pay. He built a smelter 
and a railway to feed it; then appeared 
the C. P. K. when all was done, and said 
you must sell out to us at our price. 
Ajid tills was what happened. 

The C. r. U. always waited for some 
one else to make the venture, and when 
others Imd proved that a thing was good, 
then entered the railway corporation to 
coniiiel a forced sale to itself. The C. 
1'. K. had never yet put a dollar, ho as- 
serted, into anything that was not a 
sure thing. 

If iu the present case the Corhin road 
was defeated, the people of ISritish Co- 
lumbia could look I'orivnrd to the C. 1'. 
U. very (piickly making the Boundary 
country, having a nnmopoly (d' it, the 
dumping ground for all their worn out 
rolliug stock, and dilapidated engines— 
with corresponding iioor service, after 
the manner of thai givi-u the people of 
the Shuswap iS: Okiinagaii. .N'or did he 
blame them as business nicn, whose pur- 
jiost it was to put every dollar possible 
into the pockets of the shari'bolders. 

The gentlemen at the head of the C. 
1*. K. were, as he had said, good busi- 
ness men, the best in the world, and 
ampiv able to lake care of themselves 
without the assistance ot Victorians, 
who, if they went to the rescue, would 
do so at tiieir own expense. 

.Mr. I). H. Kcr, brielly replying to Mr. 
I'aterson, corrected the statement that 
any bay was taken into Kootenay from 
I'liinionion to kill the market for the 
Fraser river product- As if matter of 
fact there was no hay offered from the 
Fraser that was not bought here at iho 
highest market price; while he could 
from Ills own basiiiess experience bear 
testimony that the C. P. It. liad been 
especially active in the making of rates 
tliat would enable the producers of this 
province to meet the competition of those 
In the Colville valley, who were the 
keenest competitors for the trade m 
question. , ,..> 

The C. v. K. had indeed given a 
better rate to Kootenny in <u-iler to fos- 
ter agricultural development in this 
province, ami enable the producers to 
mnrkct their wares to the very best ad- 
vantage. For rarm yruduce from the 
Coast to Kootenay, a ."/JO-mile haul, the 
(J. F. B. since I'\>l)ruary 1, ISU", had 
given a rate of .'in cents a hundred— this 
iieing with the distinct object ot enalding 
British Columbia iiioducers to compete 
suecessfullv for the Kootenay trade, 
whieli prior to Ihe C. I'- K. taking (con- 
trol of the Columbia & Kootenay steam- 
ers had been eiijoyeil entirely by the pro- 
ducers S(Ultli <if the line. 

From the Kanilooi)s section, over .UH) 
miles of a haul, a .■iO-ccnt rate had lieeii 
iiiailo; from the Okniiagau valley 
(whei-e there couUl be no competition, let 
il be boriii' in niiiHll. a ^o-i'eiit rate; from 
■JS cents; and from I'jdnion- 
■nts. The charge at the same 
tipK' from the I'alonse country, south of 
the line, to West Kootenay points (a 
haul of soniethiiig like 1.50 miles only), 
the r;ite \vas -("i cents; anil frcmi ("ol- 
ville. but (10 miles away, 2.'j cents. These 
^y-vr open rates, and he left it to the 
board to say whether or not they did not 
del hire the "policy of the C. P. R. for the 
assistance of the British Columbia 
fanners. 

.Mr. I'aterson observed that he had 
been ipioted a rate of .fS.3() by the C. I', 
it. from the h'raser Valley to Kevelstoke, 
which was only about half way to Koot- 
enay: and Mr. Bodwell remarked that 
tlie C. P. R.'s Okanagan rate was low 
because the goods from that section htid 
to compete with goods from the Ameri- 
can side hauled over American roads. 
MU. .r. .T. SIIALLCUOSS. 
The last advocate for the Corbin idiar- 
ter anil "railway competition" was Mr. 
,1. ,1. Slialli'ross, who di'clared that where 
the C. F. K. hail competition in ore haul- 
ing in the Kooteiiays, a rate of .^li less 
per ton was miule for a longer haul than 
t'lir the carriage of similar ore from 
IHUiits where no eoin|)etitiou was had. 
j In the matter before the board he held 
I that two iiarties wei-e directly iiiteresliMi 
I the ]ieo|ili' of \'ieloria and the ])cople 
lof I be Boundary i.ouniry. The latter 
',vi re. lie understood, uiiaiiimously in 
I favor (if the pro|iosed competitive Hue. 
and lie could not see why Victoria should 
! not cnilorse their stand. 
I As to the smelter at Northport, he 
learned that it was at tb" nresent time 
smelting ores from the Kossland camp 
for less than J!!.") per ton, whereas t!i" 
Trail smelter had formerly charged 
and now asked .$7. In the event of the 
ore being smelted at home, ho asked, 
wiMild the siiving in the coat of the haul 
and the $H per ton rebate on duty be 
given over to the mine owner? It would 
not. 

If lie was wrong and these beneflts did 
accrue tf> the owners and workers of 
the iuini>H, and not go into the pockets 
of the British ami United States share- 
holders of the Canadian Pacific railway, 
the Caniulian sinelters would certainly 
gel the business in any event, as a sim- 
ple liiisiness proposition. 

Foiiking ai the matter from his stand- 
point, laihviiy eoiii|M'titioii both in rates 
and ill i|iiii kiies^ of despatch were essen- 
tial if the nierchaiits of British Columbia 
were to coiniM'te sitccessf iilly with the 
business mr'u of Winnipeg and Montreal- 
What the British Columbia people want- 
ed wiis a railway that would feed all the 
smelters on equal terms tind give Vic- 
toria and Vancouver merchants a fair 
chance at the business of Ihe new min- 
ing districts opened up. 

He bad no enmity for the C. P. II.; 
its iinniagers deserved every credit for 
their enterprisi'. But at the same time 
Ihe peoiilc of \'icloria would also deserve 
credit for their enterprise if they did all 
in their power to give the C. P. R. legiti- 
mate I'ompetition. 

.\h to the safeguai-(l to British Coliim- 
lii.i merchants in the government having 
I'ontrol of the C. 1'. It. rates— he failed 
to sec il- The government would be 
L'liiileil by the fact that the greatest in- 
thiciice existed in the h^iist, and would lix 
the rate so that the most bi'nefit would 
be enjoyed hy the lOiislcrn merchants. 

-And if, as had been suggested, the 
Croat Northern railway or the Northern 
I'acilic railway did absorb this short line 
projected by Mr. Corhin as soon as it 
w.is completed, would not this be thi; 
liest possible security for fair rates for 
I Victoriii and Vancouver merchants, tind 
the best thing in every way for the 
province of British Columliia?

Canadian railway 

And would it not also he widl, as Mr. 
Davics had suggested, to insert another 
proviso that the (.Sorbin line should he 
continued through to Pcniicton, and that 
its owner would do all in his power to en- 
courage rather than di^ccarnge the erec- 
tion and openilioii of siik^IUts in the 
Boundary country'.'

Aside from the fiitalltloH and tlu? in- 
juries to persous, the (Ire was not a 
serious one. Few of the losers are able 
to place an exact estliuiite on their losses, 
but the total will not excei>d .f.^O,!)!)!).

Possibly wi- could luit iiopi- 
for nior(r than Fugluiid's icorul sujiport in 
the tlrst liistunce la any conlllct with a 
CiintlniMitai power, but In times of real 
diHiculty it would ripen sooner or later 
into a iiefeuslve alliance. I say frauklv 
the United States, in my opinion, has mu< li 
more to gain from such an alliaace than 
England. Therefore I rejoice unfclgiiedly 
at tho etaang« of sentiment In the Cnlted 
States. I am not less gratified that no 
such change Is needed In Great Britain, and 
If any words of mine can cement a friend- 
sliip calculated to bcncllt the whole world. 
It is a pleasure to luysolf and u duty to 
my country to utter them." 



MR. COOK AND THE KAISER. 

'rriumpbaat~Eud: of a. "Personally Oon- 
ducted" Career. 

The following appeared In the Loudon 
Chionlcic Immediately prior to the death 
of tUo late head of "Cook's Tours": 

Ah wc announced yesterday, John M. 
Cook, the head of Messrs. Thomas Cook 
,>i Son, has decided that as a "person:il 
conductor" his public career Is ended. .Mr. 
Coik has not yet rccoveicd from the di 
ni-Ks which overtook him when he was 
with the Kaiser In Palcnine, and, as a 
mutter of fact, he has not visited tin; of- 
tice since his return. 

Ilia life as a "personal conductor" com- 
iueaccil In 1844, wlicn.-'nith a long wand, 
bo aatitated tho conveyance of 500 other 
small children from -Xielccster to Syston 
by special ' train, then a two-mile walk 
iicrosB fields to the Mount Sorrel hills 
for uu afternoon picnic, and back the 
same route to Leicester. 

Particularly Intcrcstius is his account 
of conducting the German Emperor last 
liututnn. It Bcems that when the Kaiser 
visited Vesuvius in Marcli, 1890, his laajes 
ty told .Mr. Cook of his Intention of going 
to the Holy Land al the time of ti, 
coiupletlDii of the new church and th 
hosiiltal In Jerusalem. Ue did not Intend 
to accept the hospitality of the Sultan or 
any one else, but hoped tr. be under dr.! 
protection and arrangements of Mir, Cook. 
Nothing more was heard of the matter un 
til May last, when the firm received ofllel u 
Intimation of the proposed tour. His .ddest 
son, l'. H. Cook, was deputed to take cnarge 
of the business. 

After one or two suggest lens, which were 
iiul at all acceptable, the Sultan deckled 
10 give the conduct of the Journey over 
to Messrs. tNiok and he wouUl pay the ac- 
count. Then the Sultan reciuestcd that 
one or two pashas should Join the Ini- 
licrlal party, but Instead of one or twe 
there came 21, who, with their attendants, 
made 1(18, In addition to the 105 members 
of the imperial party. 

To meet the requirements of the Imperial 
and Turkish encampments, and to cany 
out the whole movement, Mr. Cook employ- 
ed 1,480 riding horses, mules and pack ani- 
mals; UO carriages and carta, three speciji 
trains from Jerusalem to Jaffa, and three 
from Beyroot to Damascus and back. The 
number of servants In the firm's pay Includ- 
ed 800 muleteers and 'iOO waiters and at 
tendaats. The heat was Intense, and one 
of the chief diflknltles was supplying the 
necessary water to keep men and aniinal.i 
alive. The "drinks" coiisnmod were c nor 
nioiis, the total being between 11,000 a-id 
111, 000 bottles of various sb.es anil de.icilp- 
tloiis. The imperial dinner table was dally 
sit for ;iO to and it was fitted with 
everything In solid silver, sent from Bug- 
land for tho purpose. 

When the Kalscr arrived In Jcrusah m 
on October 29 he said to Mr. Cook. "Un 
Vesavtns I made you a promise. We h.ivr. 
Iiiith fulflUcd them, and 1 am gratified." 
The Kaiser then wanted to know why so 
much fuss was being made In that city, 
and why It was being spoiled with white- 
wash and color, adding: "I wanted to 
have seen the city In Its natural condi- 
tion, and not got uii like this." 

The einp<Tor, at the end of tlic> loin 
warmly congratulated the Messrs. CouK, 
pere nnd tils, and on tho elder conferred 
the order of the golden crown of Pnissla, 
and on the younger the order of tho re.l 
eagle. 

"I tliink I may fairly claim," says John 
Cook, "to be satisfied with concluding sue i 
a career with the Emperor of Germany 1 1 
Palestine.",

for Killing British. 

London. March 21.— The d'-ipnteh of Lord 
Cromer, British dlploinati'.- agent In l^g.vpt, 
embodying the reply of th-i sirdar, lien.ral 
Lord ICltcheiier of Ivhartouni, to questions 
reganling the alleged inulllatlon nnd use 
less .-ilaiiiihler of dervishes In the liattle of

The sirdar says that Hie only woundLd 
dervishes killed by his troops w-ero those 
w-l.o felgneii death In order to obtain oi) 
pertunlty for killing.
